House In San Antonio, Texas. 
The “ Community House“ situated 
on one of the most romantic spots of 
Texas history, directly in the rear 
of the Alamo, is at the same time in 
the Very heart of the city where it can 
render invaluable service to every sol­ 
dier visiting San Antonio. It is, in 
fact, a great soldier's club where the 
men are free to go and come at all 
times, and where their civilian friends 
are equally welcome. The club house 
is the old Ord homestead, remodeled 
and RTeatly enlarged but still retain­ 
ing th e broad balconies extending the 
full length of the house, typical of 
the great old southern homes. 
The 
homestead faces 
on 
Nacogdoches 
street, but the most used e n f r a m e is 
froin Alamo plaza by way of a short 
palm bordered driveway on the south 
sidef of the Alamo. 
E n tering from this side the soldier

would be the pride of any city hotel. 
Decorated in black and gold, a piano 
at o n e ■ side, a vietrola at the other, 
a handsom e library in one e n d #flank- 
btg ,a great open fireplace, innum ­ 
erable tables where soldiers are play­ 
ing ¿apies or reading magazines and 
bookfi Is the cheerful sight that greets j 
the person entering for the first time I 
lo o n p side is the “sa nc tum ’’ of the 
hostess, Mr. and Mrs. L. L. ! 
Smithy v hose chief purpose in life is j 
Iq tee friends of the “boys,” and their 
success is attested by 
the constant 


crowd that surrounds them, seekiug 
advice, information and sympathy. 
Adjoining the lobby 
are 
three 
writing rooms, equipped with desks, 
chairs, paper, envelopes, pen and ink, 
all of which are absolutely free to 
every soldier while on th. walls are 
prominent signs reminding the men 
to Stop and write to “ mother and the 
folks. ' On the other side of the lobby 
are the barber shop and bath rooms. 
1 heie a man may go and wash up free 
'f charge. The soldiers look on this 
place as a sort Of paradise. He can 
get his shoes shined for live cents, 
j he can have his suit pressed for ten 
j tentH or lie cau press it himself for 
nothing; he can get a first class shave 
| for fifteen cents and a hair cut for 
j two bits. 


The cafe probably is the most pop- 


j ular part of the place. The federated 
women s clubs of San Antonio take 
turn about there serving real home 
cooked dinners to the men at actual 
cost. There may be profiteering by 
res ta ura nt men, but if that is so the 
good women of the city have freed 
the soldiers from any necessity of 
patr mizlng them. Good meals at mod- j 
orate prices on a cool screened 
in 
veranda, with music and dancing gu- I 
mg on just outside, are things that i 
"ill give any soldier 
a 
feeling 
of 
I grat it ude toward the people of San 
j Antonio.

But the Community 
House does 
tar more than serve merely the phys­ 
ical needs of the soldiers. 
Its 
chief 
purpose is to bring the soldiers in so­ 
c i a l contact with the good people of 
the city, and it is succeeding in bring­ 
ing the men into a “ home” atmos­ 
phere as nothing else has done. The 
bed women of the city are invited to 
the dances that are held each night. 
* xc tpt on Sundays, on the open air 
pavilion. No man in uniform needs 
an introduction and each man meets 
whom he pleases. The place is con­ 
ducted on the principle that the sol­ 
diers are gentlem en, and no man who 


visits there can doubt that they are 
such. Many a gentlemen's club can 
not show as high a st andard of be­ 
havior. The soldiers meet the best wo­ 
men of the city, 
they become 
ac­ 
quainted. they have friends here and 
as a result they are as careful of their 
reputations as they are in their home 
towns. Kvery soldier will testify th a t 
the Community House is doing more 
good in this particular way than any 
other agency that touches th© soi- 
dieis.
